RED SNAPPER 
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Wollcshop focuses on public transit issues 


By Fran Syvarson 

Not more than three dozen citizens turned out 
at two workshops held last Monday to discuss 
public transit needs of Sierra Madre, but those 
who attended raised significant points and asked 
probing questions. 

The workshops were held to offer input for a 
study being conducted by Daniel Benson & Asso¬ 
ciates to help determine the scope and modes of 
transportation on which residents would like to 
see the city spend its portion of Prop. A funds. 

The city’s share for 1982-83 was $76,884, 
and the projected amount for 1983-84 is about 
$70,000, depending upon the amount of sales 
tax taken in. 

Among the topics discussed were: 

— Whether a dial-a-ride system, a fixed-route 
jitney shuttle, or a combination of the two would 
be most effective: 

— Which destinations outside the city should be 
served; 

— Whether the fare should be higher or lower 
than 50 cents; 

— Whether commuter service should be included in 
the system and, if so, to where; 

— Whether alternative fuels to gasoline should be 
used; 

— Whether evening and Sunday service should be 
provided: 

— Whether vans with a lift or cabs with low 
floors are easier for incapacitated passengers to use; 

— Whether school children lack transportation, not 
only to schools but also to other destinations 
(e.g., recreational sites); 


—Whether elderly and handicapped persons should 
have reduced fares; 

— Whether bike racks should be mounted on 
vans; 

—Whether a service to match potential carpoolers 
should be initiated; 

— Whether Arcadia destinations should be served 
directly or by transfer or merger with Arcadia 
Dial-A-Ride; 

— Whether all available transit funds should be 
used now, or be apportioned through coming 
years; and 

— Whether to use funds for capital projects, 
such as sheltered bus stops or an attractive 
transit center. 

Another phase of the discussion centered on the 
current interim transit system which began Dec. 12, 
1983 — Sierra Madre Augmented & Restricted 
Transportation (SMART). This service, which 
offers subsidized travel on three cab companies, 
is available to anyone travelling in Sierra Madre, 
or to a transfer point to outside destinations. 
Vouchers may be obtained at City Hall for 50 
cents each, and are good for one-way trips between 
8 a.m.-6 p.m. weekdays, and 9 a.m.-5 p.m. 
Saturdays. 

On hand to hear residents’ comments and to 
answer questions were Dan Benson, whose firm is 
conducting the transit study; Jim McRea, city 
administrator; and members of the Sierra Madre 
Commission on the Aging, Inc., which co-sponsored 
the workshop with the city and the coordinating 
council. 

Citizens who wish to offer further opinions 


while the study is still in progress and transit 
decisions are being made, should contact Judy 
Webb, chairman of the Transportation Committee 

of the Commission on the Aging; Jean Lonborg, 
commission chairman; or McRea. 

Public transit will continue to b<t;On the agenda 
of the Commission on the Aging in coming months, 
and citizens are invited to attend the meetings at 
3 p.m. the first Thursday of each month in the 
Council Chambers at City Hall, Lonborg said. 

The position statement of the League of 
Women Voters of the Pasadena area follows: 

— Support of a transit system with consideration 
for the handicapped, elderly, low-income and out¬ 
lying neighborhood residents, downtown shoppers 
and businesses, and those who are without adequate 
transportation services. 

— Support of fare assistance for the Southern

— Support of a multi-mode transit system with 
coordination among political entities. 

— Support of responsible planning, operation, and 
construction of an integrated rapid transit system 
which provides a variety of facilities to encourage 
public use. 

— Support of community involvement in all transit 
program decisions.

Q. — 1 operate a child 
care center in my home for 
12 children on a weekly 
basis. Am 1 considered self 
employed for purposes of 
paying social security tax 
on my net income? 

A. — Yes. indeed you are. 
However, you are permit¬ 
ted to deduct any costs you 
incur and pay for the serv¬ 
ice. You may deduct meal 
costs, toys, substitute sit¬ 
ters repairs to your home in 
the specific area where the 
children are housed, plus a 
portion of real estate taxes, 
insurance and utilities and 
phone in determining your 
net profit subject to the 
self employment tax. 1 
would suggest you see a 


this type of complicated re¬ 
turn. 

Q. — 1 am a homemaker 
with a small business in 
my home. 1 receive cash 
for the service 1 render. 

I question whether my hus¬ 
band reports all of the in¬ 
come from this service since 
he handles all of our finan¬ 
cial affairs including our in¬ 
come tax return. When he 
brings it home after having 
it prepared by a profes- 
sinal person he insists I 
simply sign the return with¬ 
out exmaining it. In fact 
he forces me to do so. If 
he is not reporting all of 
the income on this return 
can I be held liable for 
the tax should the return 
be audited and the dis¬ 
covery made that all of the 
income was not reported? 

A. — Yes, you are liable 
for everything that appears 
on your income tax return. 
However the Congress re¬ 
cognizes that situations like 
this exist and they are work¬ 
ing on a Bill at present 
that would free you from 
liability for the signing of 
an income tax return con¬ 
taining information of which 
you had no knowledge.

Many expenses incurred in a job-related move 
may be deductible on 1983 income tax returns, the 
Internal Revenue Service advises. 

Moving expenses which can be deducted include 
the cost of travel to the new location; moving of 
household goods and personal effects; pre-move house¬ 
hunting trips; temporary living costs at the new loca¬ 
tion; and certain expenses related to the disposi¬ 
tion of an old residence and acquisition of a new one. 
However,the maximum deduction for the last three 
items is limited. 

For the exenses to be deductible, the distance 
between a taxpayer’s new job and the old home must 
be at least 35 miles further than the former home 
was from the former job. A taxpayer who is an em¬ 
ployee must work for at least 39 weeks during the 
12 months after the move. 

Eligible taxpayers can claim the moving expense 
deduction whether they itemize deuctions or not. Ex¬ 
penses are reported on Form 3903, Moving Expense 
Adjustment, which should be filed with Form 1040. 

For more information, taxpayers can order the 
free IRS Publication 521, Moving Expenses, by using 
the order blank included in the tax package.
